Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, line 6, the applicant states that "the 
second part defining a plane, and a normal line substantially perpendicular to the plane 
defined by the second part is inclined". This appears contradictory since something 
normal is perpendicular and then the applicant states that it's inclined. Furthermore, the 
applicant states in claim 2, that the incline is 45 degrees. Please provide clarity.

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As best understood, claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dedrich et al., (5,855,095). As shown in detail below, Dedrich et al., 
(5,855,095) disclose having a first part connected to a guide rail which moves a window 
pane between an open and closed position, a second part fixed to the vehicle body (at 
18) and having an oblong hole (22) for passage of a fixing member (34), and a bridge 
fitting (see figure below).
